WASHINGTON — Th e 8 7th Congress meets 
th is week amid h ectic di.scu ssion over wh eth er 
th e Democrats sh ou ld discipline th e alleged 
Democrats wh o bolted th eir own party and 
tried to defeat th e Kennedy-Joh nson ticket. 


Th ere’s significant precedent for su ch di.sci- 
pline. 


In 1925, wh en Congress convened after th e 
Progressive party bolted th e Repu blican party 
and Prc.sident Calvin Cooiidge. Repu blican 
leaders faced exactly th e same problem wh ich 
th e Democrats face th is week.

Nick Longworth was th en streaker of th e 
Hou se. Son-in-law of th e late President Th eo­ 
dore Roosevelt th rou gh h is marriage to Alice 
Roosevelt, longworth acted with vigor. 


He kicked every one of th e Wisconsin con- 
gressmen off th eir ch oice committee assign­ 
ments and made th em begin all over again 
at th e bfittom of th e committee ladder. 
For 
deserting th e Repu blican party th ey lost th at 
wh ich is most preciou s to a senator or a 
representative—seniority. 
Rep, Joh n M. Nelson was kicked off th e 
important ru les committee, wh ile Rep. Ed­ 
ward V oigh t was sh ifted from th e agricu ltu re 
committee, wh ere h e ranked fou rth among 
Repu blican.s, Rep. Joh n C. Sch afer was ou sted 
from th e coinage, weigh ts, and measu res com­ 
mittee 
Rep Jo.seph D. Beck was demoted 
from fou rth to last place on th e claim.s com­ 
mittee and from second to last place on th e 
labor committee. 
Th e biggest casu alty was Rep Florian Lam- 
pert, fxiwerfu l ch airman of th e patents com­ 
mittee. w’h o was kicked down to next to last 
place among committee Repu blicans. 
Rep. Henry A. Cooper was also demoted 
to last place on foreign affairs; Rep. Edward 
A. Browne, fou rth ranking Repu blican on 
foreign affairs was kicked off th e committee 
entirely; wh ile Rep George .1 Sch neider was 
ou .sted from th e po.st office and post road* 
committee.

Editor'* Note—Across the coun­ 
try, the spector of loneliness stalks 
a rising percentage of the popula­ 
tion grown too old for competitive 
industry but still too young for the 
grave. At a special work.shop in 
Manhattan .some have found a 
way to brighten their twilight 
years.

NEW YORK ( A PI-E ach morn­ 
ing a group of men and women 
converge on a Manhattan work­ 
shop, chat, hang up their coats, 
and get busy. 
Could be like any other business 
place in town, except that most 
of the.se people are over 70 years 
of age—none under 60 
And they do their job in a con­ 
verted automobile showroom, part 
of a project to help take the sting 
of loneliness and boredom out of 
their lives 


In a nation contronled with a 
rapidly rising proportion of elder­ 
ly citizen.s, the Manhattan “shel­ 
ter,” as it i.s called, may be of 
more than local interest. 
As an e.xpanded pilot project its 
siKinsors consider remarkably suc­ 
cessful. it could point the answer 
for groups with similar problems 
elsewhere. 
One of the workers put it this 
way: “This place saved me from 
myself when I was on the vei ge 
of doing something 1 shouldn’t do 
to myself.” 
And another, “What can I do 
all day? I thank God every morn­ 
ing I can still go to work.” 
Workers at 
the non-denomina- 
tional Council Workshop for Sen- 


ioi Citizens, operated under the 
auspices of the National Council 
of Jewish Women, have a job as 
long as they have the desire and 
physical ability to work. There are 
a 
handful 
of 
similar 
shelters 
across the country and a few oth­ 
ers which train older persons for 
short terms, with the object of 
getting them back into industry 
The 
Manhattan 
direcor. 
Dr. 
Allen Spei.ser, say.s many em­ 
ployes start at the workshop com­ 
plaining of illnesses and pains 
which seem to fade away as they 
work each day and make friends. 
•After a while, he .says, workers 
gain confidence, begin to look' 
younger and even start to gripe' 
a little. 
“Then I am encouraged,” he! 
says, “becau.se they’re treating: 
me hke a boss.” 
j 
Work is subcontracted, largely 
trom New York’s garment indus­ 
try. 
Workers sew buttons and 
cloth .swatches on cards, package 
notions items and operate sorting 
machine.s. Sponsors hope soon to 
take in more complex mechanical 
as.sembly to provide more jobs i 
appealing to men, 
i 
Employes are paid, 
but thej 
money is not intended to be their 
primary means of support. The 
workshop’s purpo.se is to provide 
employment and the psychologi­ 
cal benefit.s which come from do­ 
ing meaningful work Because of 
the slow' production rate of older 
workers, income from manufac­ 
turers does not cover the work-^ 
shop’s ex{x*nses. and the differ-j 
ence is made up by the National 
Counicl of Jewish Women
